The Prairie Farm Assistance Act 
has been in operation sinee 1939, 
The object is to assist actual farm- 
ers when there is a partial or com- 
plete crop failure. The amount paid 
out by the government up to 1944 
was $45,586,181.11. A levy of 1 per 
cent was deducted and _ this has 
amounted to $19,291,104.41. 

If an emergency year is declared 
payments are made to those having 
a yield of from 4 to 8 bushels per 
acre $1.50 per acre. 
is less than 4 bushels then the pay- 
ment is $2 per acre provided that no 
award under this ection shall be made 
with respect to more than 20 acres of 
the cultivated land of the farmer. 

If a crop failure year is declared the 
government may pay the farmer 
$2.50 per acre for half his cultivated 
acreage up to 200 acres, This can

During the war, Canada’s system of price and wage con- 
trol and her anti-inflation measures were looked upon as the best that had 
been worked out for any nation, With the unavoidable loosening of some} 
wartime controls and the rise in labor management disputes, however, it 
is now questioned whether it will be possible to avoid a state of inflation 
much longer.

Want National Museum To Be Put. 
On A Proper Basis

[HEALTH STANDARDS 


Need Uniform Basic Regulations 
Covering Contagious Diseases 

The Dominion Council of Health, 
stressing the need for uniform basic 
regulations covering control of the 
communicable diseases throughout 
Canada, has requested the Dominion 
Government to prepare standards for 
regulations which might be applied 
to all provinces, the Health and Wel- 
fare Department announced at Ot- 
tawa. 

The request was made following 
the council’s 49th annual meeting 
at Ottawa at which discussion also 
centred on the lack of uniform pro- 
vincial legislation to determine re- 
sponsibility for payment for public 
assistance or institutional care. The 
Federal Department also was asked 
to consider a draft residence bill, pre- 
pared by a committee of provincial 
health officials under the chairman- 
ship of Dr, H. M. Cassidy of Toronto. 

The Dominion Council of Health 
consists of provincial deputy health 
ministers, representatives of French 
and English-speaking.women and of 
labor. Dr, G. B. Chisholm, Dominion 
Deputy Health Minister, is chairman, 

Sir Wilson Jameson, chief medical 
officer of the British Health Ministry; 
Dr. J. B. Grant, of the Rockefeller 
Foundation, and Dr. W. A. McIntosh, 
of Toronto, Canadian representative 
of the Kockefeller Foundation’s Inter- 
national Health Division, also attend- 
ed the meeting.

Empire Building 
Britain Without The Empire Might 
Have Lost The War 

LONDON.—Recalling the dissolu- 
tion of Germany’s European Empire 
one year ago, the Sunday Express 
said in an _ editorial: “Today we 
watch with perturbation and amaze- 
ment a movement which, if not halt- 
ed, may result in swift dissolution of 
our own Empire.”

world-wide Empire and speak of it 
as its motherland,” the Express said. 

It added that Britain had taken 
two “terrifying gambles’ by with- 
drawing her forces from Egypt and 
by producing a plan to give India 
complete independence, 

“Both decisions have been taken 
by the socialist party which in past 
years, has leaned more to interna- 
tional sentimentalism than to see 
building.” 

The News of The World said the 
recent statement of the cabinet mis- 
sion to India on the future of that 
country “marks the end of a long 
and by no means inglorious chapter in 
the almost incredible story of the Bri- 
tish Empire.” The newspaper added: 
“It is now up to the political lead- 
ers of India to display equal states- 
manship and an equal sense of re- 
sponsibility.” 

The Sunday Times said: ‘Grave 
risks are being run and the stakes 
are the lives of millions of people 
who depend on peace and good gov- 
ernment in India.”

\Te results of the 1946 census, which 
began June 1st “when compiled will 
provide a most complete iand accur- 
ate survey of the constitution of the 
population of the provinces of Man- 
itoba, Saskatchewan and Alberta and 
their genera] social and economic con- 
dition, Businessmen will procure iii- 
farmation on the gainfully occupied 
population, the extent of unemploy- 
ment and the earnings of wage earn- 
ets. School boards will obtain data 
regarding school and pre-school pop- 
ulation. Agriculturists will obtain 
ipformation on farm population farm 
values, acreage, crops, livestock, etc. 
Town planning officials and others in- 
terested in housing problems will pro- 
cure-valuable data on the kind of 
homes in which people live, the ex- 
tent of over crowding and other basic 
housing facts, 

Every community Hs much to gain 
from such a survey. For example, 
it may be pointed . out that census 
bulletins and reports printed after
